They 
substituted for that punishment boil- 
ing *o death, the first to suffer this 
penalty being Richard. Itosse, cook to 
the bishop of Rochester in the reign of 
Henry VIII. 


In medieval times hi Europe poison- 


ers when detected were usually broken j 
alive upon the -wheel after having first | 
been given a taste of the rack while in ' 
prison awaiting execution as a sort of j 
gentle reminder of what they had pres- 
ently got to go through. 


For wholesale poisoners, however, 


even this dreadful death was not 
deemed •sufficiently palntul, and new

invented. Thus Louise Mabre. a Pari- 
sian baby farmei, who in 1703 -was 
proved to have done to death no fewer 
than sixty-two infants by administer-

Washington.—An appeal for an Inter- 


national mobilization of scientific re- 
search facilities to aid hi the defeat of 
Germany has been addressed to the 
scientific societies of England, France, 
Italy and Russia by Dr. George B. 
Hale, chairman of the National Re- 
search Council, recently created to 
work out with the Defense Council 
technical features of military and in- 
dustrial problems. 


Dr. Hale, who Is foreign secretary of 


the National Academy of Sciences, sent 
this cablegram to the Royal Society of 
England, the Academic des Sciences, 
Paris; the Academie des Sciences, Pet- 
iograd, and the Acadeniia dei IJucei, 
Rome: 


"The entrance oC tbe United States 


into the war unites oar men of science 
with yours in a common cause. The 
National Academy of Sciences, acting 
through the National Research Coun- 
cil, which has been designated by Pres- 
ident Wilson and the Council of Na- 
tional Defense to mobilize the research 
facilities of the country, would gladly 
co-operate in any scientific researches 
still underlying the solution of military 
or Industrial problems." 


Leading textile experts have offered 


to the Council of National Defense 
their services In mobilizing the coun- 
try's textile resources for war. Alex- 
ander II. Meyer of New York has put 
forward a plan to make available for 
the council a vast amount of informa- 
tion concerning textile supplies. Let- 
ters have been sent to COO department 
stores asking if their buyers may serve 
as advisers In purchasing and inspect- 
ing government supplies.

part of the military and Rod Cross 
officials to get those mutters on to n 
systematic and effective bads. In any 
event, the iroueral principle must be 
that the Rc.l CYoas itself is the «'en- 
traliziutT executive, operating by in- 
tense decentralization of its pioduc- 
tive und distributing functions, and 
this has been arrived at as the onlv 
possible solution, after an enormous 
lot of pain, turmoil and waste. 


"The work of the women, which Is 


a very large fa< tor in Red Cro^s work, 
must be co-ordinated through the cen- 
tral agency, and a representation of 
the women in that central agency has 
proved the only effective method of se- 
curing this. The already established 
women's organizations of various kinds 
can find their best purpose in instruct- 
ing their h/cal bodies to place them- 
selves entirely at the disposal of the 
local chapters of the Red Cross."
